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NoTEe.—The values stated for the latest year shown in the fore- 
going statements are provisional and subject to rectification. In 
some cases all the values are those declured by importers or 
exporters, as in the United Kingdom; in others they are based on 
an official schedule of values which is subjected to revision after 
the close of each year, the values used in the current returns being 
those fixed in the latest completed revision. In general, the values 
so fixed represent the level. of prices in the preceding year. The 
countries adopting the system of official values annually revised 
are :—Austria-Hungary, Belgium, France, Italy, Spain, and (for 
imports) Germany and Switzerland. Exports from Switzerland and 
Germany are returned at “declared” values. Prior to April, 1909, 
however, all.the exports from Germany, and from April, 1909, to the 
end of March, 1911, about one-third of the exports from that country, 
were returned at official values. The figures in italics are based, 
wholly or mainly, on the prices of some earlier year than that under 
which they are shown. 

In the case of Russia, Germany, Belgium, France, Switzerland, 
Italy, Austria-Hungary, Egypt, Japan, Canada, and the United 
Kingdom, the import figures given in the above summaries 
represent imports for home consumption. In all cases the export 
figures are intended to represent exports of domestic produce. 
In most cases, however, they include a certain amount of 
“nationalised” goods, %.¢., goods originally imported for consump- 
tion, and which, if dutiable, have been charged with duty, but 
which are subsequently re-exported.

BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


Norway.—H.M. Consul at Christiania (Mr. E. l’. Gray) writes that 
not only is local representation by a resident agent (not necessarily a 
Norwegian) made a condition for the consideration of tenders from 
foreign firms by the Norwegian Government, but also to a great 
extent by the municipal bodies of the country. 

Private firms, partly from patriotic reasons and partly from the 
inconvenience of dealing with a middleman in a foreign country and 
not within the jurisdiction of the Norwegian Law Courts in case of 
dispute, prefer to deal with an agent in their own country and not 
with one, for example, at Copenhagen or Stockholm, or even (although 
there are a to this) with the United Kingdom direct.

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RAILWAY SYSTEM AND TRADE POSSIBILITIES OF SAO 
FRANCISCO DISTRICT OF BRAZIL. 


The British Vice-Consul at Sao Francisco, State of Sta. Catharina, 
(Mr. R. O’N. Addison) has furnished the following information 
regarding that port and district :— 

Pilotage at the port of Sao Francisco is optional, but, as the 
entrance by the principal channel is somewhat winding, and the 
British Admiralty chart is incorrect at that spot, great care 
should be exercised and a pilot taken on occasion of first entries. 
With mean tides the depth at the bar is about 28 feet at low water 
and 33 feet at high water. Once the bar, which has a hard sandy 
bottom, is crossed, the depth in the channel right up to the town is 
considerably greater. Although the construction of public quays has. 
been under consideration for some years and sundry surveys of the 
harbour have been made, the Federal Government have not yet settled 
anything definitely. With the further opening up of the railway the 
construction of the proposed quays will become imperative. 

On account of its advantages Saéo Francisco has been chosen as the 
outlet for various railways, constructed and projected, which converge 
there, all under the control of the Brazil Railway Company. The first 
section of the Estrada de Ferro Sao Paulo—-Rio Grande, from Sado. 
Francisco to Hansa (60 miles), was opened to traffic in 1910. This 
section, after crossing from the island of Sao Francisco to the main- 
land, passes through a region containing several prosperous and 
rapidly growing agricultural and industrial colonies, peopled almost 
entirely by colonists of German blood. The chief town in the district, 
and the largest and most industrial town in the State of Sta. Catharina, 
is Joinville, which has now both rail and waterway connection with 
the port of Sao Francisco. At Joinville there are some 200 oil 
factories, all on a small scale. 

The second section of the Sao Paulo—Rio Grande railway, from 
Hansa to the town of Rio Negro (74 miles), should be open to traffic 
within the next six months. The district through which this 
section runs is at present but sparsely populated; but Rio Negro is 
the centre of various agricultural colonies, and the Séo Paulo—-Rio 
Grande railway will there connect with the terminal station of the 
Estrada de Ferro de Parand, which is leased to the Company, and, 
by means of that railway, will give direct communication with 
Curityba, Séo Paulo and Rio de Janeiro. With the opening of the 
line to Rio Negro, there should result an immediate and, large 
increase in imports and in exports of agricultural products, ‘“ herva. 
matte,” and timber. The Southern Brazil Lumber Company have 
installed a saw mill plant on a large scale in the Rio Negro district, 
and are awaiting railway communication to begin a large output 
of timber for exportation through the port of Sao Francisco. 

The third section of the SAo Paulo—Rio Grande railway, from 
Rio Negro to Porto d’Uniéo (158 miles), is being built and will 
be completed possibly in 1912. At Porto d’Uniao the Sao Francisco 
line will meet and cross the trunk line of the same railway, which 
runs from the southern boundary of the State of Séo Paulo through 
Parana and Sta. Catharina to the northern boundary of Rio Grande do 
Sul, in all 608 miles. This trunk line was completed last year, and 
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———— 


has through communication with other railways extending to Séo 
Paulo, Rio de Janeiro, &c. to the north, Rio Grande do Sul, Uruguay 
and the Argentine Republic to the south, and Carityba and Parané to 
the east. 

The S&éo0 Paulo—Rio Grande Railway Company have under survey 
the further sections of the Sao Francisco line for which they have 
concessions from the Brazilian and Paraguayan Governments, from 
Porto d’Uniao to the left bank of the river Parané near the mouth of 
the river Iguassti (some 375 miles), and from the opposite bank of the 
Parané to Asuncion, capital of Paraguay (see p. 237 of the “ Board of 
Trade Journal” of 2nd November last). When open to that terminal 
point the Sao Francisco line will give a quicker and often a more 
economical route for much traffic which at present goes to and comes 
from the upper and middle parts of the Rivers Parané and Paraguay 
vid the Rio de la Plata, by steamer and rail. 

Among other lines for which the Sao Paulo—Rio Grande Railway 
Company hold concessions, and for which surveys are being made, 
is one from Sao Francisco to Porto Alegre. ‘The line will deviate from 
the Sado Francisco line at Jaragué, a town between Joinville and 
Hansa, and will preceed southwards at a short distance from the 
coast, crossing the Estrada de Ferro de Sta. Catharina, a German 
railway of which there is a section of 43 miles in traffic from 
Blumenau to Hammonia, and for extensions of which surveys are 
being made. 

Further south, in the neighbourhood of the Estreito, on the main- 
land opposite the State capital, Florinopolis, the new line will cross 
the route of a projected electric railway from the Estreito to Lages, for 
which a concession was recently conceded to a Paris firm of bankers, 
with a State guarantee. Still further south, the new line will cross 
the Estrada de Ferro Dona Thereza Christina, another penetration 
railway, leased to the Sao Paulo—Rio Grande Railway Company, 
running from the coast near Laguna to the Tubarao coal mines, with 
72 miles in traffic, and after crossing the Rio Grande do Sul 
State frontier, will link up near Porto Alegre with the Cie. Auxiliaire 
de Chemins de Fer au Brézil, controlled by the Brazil Railway 
Company. 

The up-country districts, which will make their trade outlet through 
Sao Francisco after the completion of the local railways, contain, 
besides districts of fertile land with prosperous colonies, vast regions 
of “‘ herva matte ” trees and pine forests which, when cleared, give land 
eminently suitable for cattle raising and temperate zone agriculture. 
The Sao Francisco district, on account of its excellent port and good 
railway connections with the interior, built and under construction

import duty on foundry pig iron (see ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ” of 
the 22nd June, pp. 625-26), to basic pig. At an inter-departmental 
conference held on the 27th January, it is stated, the quantity of 
basic pig to be allowed to be imported at the reduced rates of duty 
was fixed at 10,000,000 pouds (161,210 tons). The proposal, adds 
H.M. Commercial Attaché, has yet to go to the Council of Ministers 
and to the Legislative Chambers for approval. (C. 1,172.)

The Bill consists of four parts. The first part consists of proposed 
reductions of the import duties on several classes of primary materials 
for industry ; the second part consists of proposed reductions of the 
duties on various articles of consumption and articles necessary to 
agriculture ; the third consists of a series of notes in explanation of 
various points which, in the past, have led to difficulties in Customs 
clearance ; and the fourth part deals with new export duties on iron 
scrap and on bran. 

The following is a statement showing the proposed new duties on 
primary materials for industry. The existing duties have been added 
for purposes of comparison.

Eeyp ge of Custom duty* is accorded by the 
Egyptian Government, wherever possible, to foreign goods subjected 
to manufacturing process in Egypt and then re-exported. The 
refund does not as a rule exceed three-fourths of the duty; but, in 
view of the fact that foreign indigo is used in dyeing piece goods, 
the Government allows the full drawback of 8 per cent. on the piece 
goods, which exceeds three-fourths of the duty on both (piece goods 
and dye) together. 

Duty is both paid and refunded on weight, and, in view of the 
opinion of the Customs house that the goods gained weight on being 
dyed, it has been the practice hitherto to refund the full duty, but on

In 
case, however, drawback was allowed on such 
articles when exported, or on the material used therein, such drawback 
shall be repaid to the Customs. [fon articles of Swedish manufacture 
or on casks or coverings in which they are evidently intended to be 
sold, there are marks indicating their Swedish origin, exemption shall 
not be obtained by persons other than the manufacturer, unless the 
importer either produces a statement of the manufacturer showing 
that he has no objection to raise against the exemption of the goods 
from duty, or otherwise makes it clear that no such objection can 
reasonably be expected on the part of the manufacturer or his legal 
representative. 

The following regulations to give effect to the foregoing provision 
are laid down in a Swedish Royal Decree dated the 10th November, 
1911 :-— 

The importer must furnish a written statement on his word of 
honour, to be attached to the Customs records by way of proof, show- 
ing that the goods in question were produced or manufactured in 
Sweden, or previously paid duty therein, and have been re-imported in 
an unaltered condition; the statement must also give the date of 
exportation and show whether or not a drawback of Customs duty or 
manufacturing tax, or exemption from Customs duty, was granted on 
exportation in respect of the goods or the materials used in their 
manufacture, and if such drawback or exemption was allowed, the 
reason therefor and the amount thereof. 


Proof of Identity.—Kither the Customs plombs or seals or other 
marks to ensure identity which, as shown by the certificate issued by 
the Swedish Customs, were placed on the goods on exportation must 
be found undamaged on re-importation; or else the importer must 
supply a statement, to be attached to the Customs records by way of 
proof, made by two responsible persons on their word of honour, to 
the satisfaction of the Customs Administration, showing that the 
articles were produced or manufactured in Sweden or previously paid 
duty therein; if the Customs Administration consider it necessary, 
satisfactory proof must also be produced and attached to the Customs 
records that no drawback of Customs duty or manufacturing tax or 
exemption from duty in respect of the goods or the materials used in 
their manufacture was granted, together with particulars as to the 
date and method of exportation.

part), 1015 (8rd part), 1019, and 1021 (8rd part), and dutiable at the 
rate of 15 per cent, ad valorem, as also accessories (utensilios e ferra- 
mentas) destined for such machines and apparatus, which cannot 
have other application or use, whether imported with the machines or 
separately, and material destined for the first public installation 
of light, power, viagdo urbana, water supply, drainage, and road- 
making, imported directly by States and Municipalities, excluding 
that destined for private houses, shall pay a duty of 8 per 
cent. ad valorem. ‘The same duty shall be paid on screws, rivets 
(arrebites), tubes of copper or glass and other articles, even if they are 
separately specified in the Tariff, which are imported with machines, 
adapted thereto, and in quantities strictly necessary for the working 
of the same; duty in accordance with the Tariff being levied on 
excess quantities, unless the goods are included in the following 
paragraph.

RUSSIA. 


Reports as follows have been received by telegraph from H.M, 
ia ae Consular Officers at Riga, Libau, Pernau, and 
S Windau, as to the navigation conditions at those 
Russian Ports. ill 
The Gulf of Riga is (9th February) entirely covered by ice, and 
ships cannot enter or leave the port of Riga without assistance. The 
icebreaker ‘“‘ Yermak” had, at that date, brought in a few ships, and 
the new icebreaker “ Dijornisse ” was then daily expected. On 11th 
February there was no change in the Gulf as regards ice, and 
navigation was attended with great danger. (H. 2,109 ; 2,212.) 
A steady thaw has set in (9th February) at Libau and navigation is 
unimpeded. (H. 2,114.) 
Navigation at Pernau has been definitely closed since the beginning 
of January and is expected to re-open in April. (H. 2,116.) 
The state of ice at Windau (9th February) is favourable and the 
harbour below the bridge and the approaches is ice free. During the 
three days previous to 9th February twelve vessels arrived and six 
left without the assistance of the icebreaker. (H. 2,115.) 





SWEDEN. 


H.M. Consul at Stockholm (Mr. H. M. Villiers, M.V.O.) reports that 
Navigation at on 7th February there was some ice outside the 
Swedish Ports port of Oxelosund at the Pilot Station of Reton, but 

‘that it was not strong enough to prevent steamers 
from entering or leaving Oxelosund, which port was at that date still 
free from ice. Navigation between Oxelosund and Norrkoping-— 
generally accomplished in four hours—was taking up to two or even 
three days for steamers in ballast. 

On the same date (7th February), the shipping season for the whole 
of the Soderhamn district was considered to be closed. 

On 6th February Faresund Harbour was closed by ice and navigation 
was hindered. Slite Harbour was covered with thin ice, but there 

was no hindrance to steamers. (H. 2,171.)

DANISH WEST INDIES. 


With reference to the notice on p. 600 of the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal ” of 21st December last relative to proposed 
harbour improvements at St. Thomas, Danish West 
Indies, in preparation for Panama Canal traffic, 
H.M. Legation at Copehagen now report that a Bill 
Sin foo oe introduced into the Danish Parliament on 20th 
Traffic January for the grant of a 99 years’ concession to a 
Danish syndicate for deepening the harbour, buil- 
ding new docks, quays, repairing and coaling wharves, and generally 
developing the resources of the island of St. Thomas. It is proposed 
among other improvements to construct a dock capable of taking a 
vessel of 15,000 tons. The syndicate hope eventually to transform the 
harbour into a free port, which shall act as a collecting and distributing 
centre for the West Indies and the American coast. A capital of 
20,000,000 kronen (about £1,110,000) is required for the enterprise, 
and it is stated that this has already been subscribed in England and 
France. 

A copy (in Danish) of the Bill introduced into the Danish Parlia- 
ment, together with a map and picture of the harbour, may be seen by 
British firms at the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of 
Trade, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C. (C. 1,130.)

A formal investigation was held at Barnsley on 6th and 7th February 
Evenixy under into the circumstances attending the explosion of 
Deller Explosions ° boiler that occurred at Grimethorpe Colliery, 
Abas near Barnsley, on 10th July, 1911. The Com- 
missioners found that the arrangement of the range 
of steam pipes leading to the stop valve that failed was not altogether 
satisfactory, proper provision not being made for draining the pipes of 
water resulting from steam condensing in them. The cause of the 
explosion was water hammer. Whilst absolving from blame the 
owners of the stop valve, and also the firm who were at the time 
engaged in installing turbine machinery at the colliery, the com- 
missioners found that moral responsibility for the explosion rested 
upon the manager of the colliery and upon an engine fitter of the 
other firm, and ordered these persons to pay £25 and £5 respectively 
towards the costs of the investigation. (M. 17,194.)

= Tobacco.— The present crop, amounting to pro- 
bably 8 million okes, has been the largest since 1903. The crop 
is of about the usual quality, being healthy and substantial, with a 
bright colour and delicate veinings; the top leaves—‘ Outch”’ and 
‘‘ Outch-alti ”— have been damaged at Odemish (‘‘ Pastal ” tobacco), 
but in the other districts everything has turned out satisfactorily 
with the exception perhaps of Moughla and Melissos (“ stringed” 

tobacco), where the leaves are somewhat bright and light in weight. 

Buying started late, owing to the high prices asked by the 
planters, but prices have now dropped to a very low figure, taking 
into account the fact that the planting cost the growers very much 
this year owing to the great scarcity of labour; this will have a 
disastrous effect on next year’s planting, and the new crop of 1912 
is likely to be a very small one. 

The prices of manipulated tobacco (“basmas” and ‘“caloups”) 
will be about the same as last year, notwithstanding the ‘low price of 
the raw material, owing to the great scarcity of labour; the market 
is prepared to see a serions strike among workers before Easter. 

Sultanas.— After the unprecedentedly small crop of 1910 (16,000 
tons), this season’s comparative failure has made the market still 
more difficult, and forward shippers suffered very considerably. The 
yield has proved barely 22,000 tons. Stocks now remaining in the 
country available for shipment are reduced to 1,200 or 1,400 tons, 
most of which will probably be utilised by the local distilleries. 

Figs.—The crop has proved about 95,000 loads (190,000 sacks, or 
21,000 tons), as against the record crop of 130,000 loads of 1910. 
Stocks are quite exhausted and business is over for the season. The 
campaign has not proved profitable, owing as much to high prices 
having checked consumption as to the general inferiority of the 
quality. Although Smyrna is bare of supplies, considerable stocks 
representing unsold consignments are lying both in the United 
Kingdom and on the Continent. 

The 1910-11 valonea crop yielded about 950,000 quintals. Con- 
ditions have been so.poor this season that the maximum estimate is 
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fixed at 500,000 quintals, to which, however, must be added 300,000 
quintals unsold from last season’s crop, as against a stock on hand at 
the beginning of last season of 400,000 quintals. The quality is in 
general inferior to that of last season, and it is especially the better 
qualities that are wanting. The cause of this deficiency is certainly 
the dry weather; for, as the fruit remained small, it had to be left 
longer on the tree, and thus reached a more than normal degree of 
matarity, in consequence of which it is lighter in quality and more 
resembling the wild fruit. 

The 1910 Smyrna cotton seed crop amounted to 9,600,000 okes, 
and the present crop is computed at 12,600,000 okes. Adana is 
expected to yield a crop of 25,200,000 okes. 

The cotton crop of the Smyrna district is estimated at 40,000 
bales (of 500 lbs.) The quality is on the whole superior to that of 
last year, which in itself was good, but short in staple. The Adana 
crop is estimated at 70,000 bales.

“caucho,” ‘‘ manicoba,” and “‘ mangaba.” Exemption from Customs 
duty is granted in respect of any materials or apparatus required for 
the purpose in question. The following premiums are also provided :— 
For every 12 hectares (about 30 acres) of new land put under 
cultivation, 2,500 milreis for “seringa,” 1,500 milreis for “ caucho” 
or ‘“‘manicoba,” and 900 milreis for ‘“‘mangaba”; for every 
25 hectares (about 62 acres) of replanted land, 2,000 milreis, 
1,000 milreis and 720 milreis in the same order. Experimental 
stations are to be established in various parts of the Republic. 
In addition to the above, the Government will devote, by way of an 
“encouragement premium,” a sum not exceeding 1,000,000 milreis to 
promote the establishment of rubber refining works and factories for 
working up rubber goods. Provision is also made for road construc- 
tion, and for the construction of railways (1) from a point near 
the mouth of the River Abunan to Villa Thaumaturgo, and (2) from 
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Paré to Pirapora and to Coroata, with various branch lines. The 
executive authorities are also empowered to enter into an agreement 
with the States of Paré, Amazonas, and Matto Grosso for the purpose 
of obtaining (1) an annual reduction from 10 up to a maximum of 50 
per cent. of the actual value of the export taxes levied by those States 
on “ seringa” forest rubber produced in their respective territories, 
and (2) exemption from any export tax whatever for a term of 
25 years on plantation rubber of the same species and from the 
same district. Concurrently with the foregoing, the decree aims 
at granting a large measure of facilities for the encouragement of 
colonisation, agriculture, meat packing, &c., in connection with which 
it is proposed to grant premiums and exemption from customs duties.

3d. for the second volume, and 3s. ld. for the 
supplement, This publication, which contains much more detailed and 
cabinaiiee information than can be giyen in the Monthly Accounts, gives 
in the first volume abstract tables for the years 1906-1910, and detailed 
statements of imports and exports of each article consigned from and to 
each country; in the second volume details as to Customs revenue, 
transhipments and articles in bond, with particulars of the trade of the 
United Kingdom with each foreign country and British Possession, and of 
the trade at each port of the United Kingdom; and in the supplement a 
classification on the basis followed in Volumes I. and II. of the “ Annual 
Statement” for 1908 and earlier years. 

It may be noted that beginning with the issues for 1909 the figures of 
Volumes I. and II. relate to the countries of consignment for imports, and 
countries of final destination, so far as known, for exports. A supplementary 
volume will continue to be issued, in which particulars will be given, as men- 
tioned above, on the same basis as those published (up to the year 1908) 
in the first two volumes. By this means it will be possible to trace the 
details of the differences resulting from the change of system for a further 
limited period.

Confidential information as to Openings Abroad 
for British Trade, &o. 


The arrangement inaugurated on Ist January, 1907, whereby the 
names of British firms desirous of receiving confidential information 
as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those branches of trade 
in which they are specially interested, and as to other connected matters, 
are placed on a special Register at the Commercial Intelligence Branch 
of the Board of Trade, has met with widespread approval, as evidenced 
by the steady increase in the number of names so registered. or- 
merly no charge was made for admission to the Register, the only 
requirement being subscription to the “ Board of Trade Journal. ” 
The great increase in the number of names inscribed, and in the 
amount of information distributed, having rendered it necessary 
to make a small charge for the service, firms desirous of utilising 
this source of information are required to pay an annual fee 
of one guinea to the Accountant General, Board of Trade, White- 
hall Gardens, London, 8.W., for the service, including the supply 
of the “Board of Trade Jowrnal,” instead of merely subscribing 
to the ‘Journal,’ as previously, through the Government Sale 
Agents. British firms who wish to have their names registered 
should apply in writing to the Director, Commercial Inteliigence 
Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the necessary form of 
application. 

Admission to the Register and retention upon it will be, as hereto- 
fore, at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

The confidential information which is communicated to firms upon 
the register is received from His Majesty’s Consular Officers in Foreign 
Countries, from His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and the Imperial 
Trade Correspondents in the British Dominions, and from other sources 
available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

It may be stated that confidential information thus received relates 
mainly to openings for British trade abroad, and is communicated to 
firms on the Register in Circular letters. During 1911, 1,091 such 
Circular letters were prepared, and copies (totalling 142,032) were des- 
patched to firms on the Register interested in the trades to which the 
Circular letters respectively related, as compared with 1,130 Circular 
letters and copies totalling 74,203 sent out in 1910. 

Note.—Apart from the Special Register arrangements referred to 
above, the Commercial Intelligence Branch is always ready to answer 
enquiries on specific subjects, as far as possible, in the interests of 
British trade (see below).
